And too many college officials accept 
freshmen without too precise inquiry. experience 
Bowdoin College have known but one instance where prin- 
cipal withheld certificate character—a statement re- 
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membered that insures, should insure, that the boy morally 
well intellectually, prepared take college work; and 
this boy eventually got college. The case suggests the amazing 
virtue American youth, the wide charity the American 
schoolmaster, the careless eagerness the American college 
get students.

Few college officials would deny that there are boys our col- 
leges today who are much better fitted for other tasks; most 
school teachers tell that despite the many and wide opportuni- 
ties today offered, there are many boys sturdy habits, ambi- 
tion and industry our public schools who not get col- 
lege. Possibly readjustment might come through paying more 
heed character entrance requirement. The problem 
doubt complicated the fact that the constituency from which 
college students are drawn has changed much recent years.

Many, prob- 
ably most, our high school students would not stoop low 
ignoble thing; but there are some who have class code 
ethics and who not look with severity cheating. The com- 
munity should realize that low tone the public sure 
breed citizens whose political ideals are liable practical 
and selfish. 

Thus the college should search its own heart make sure_that 
its methods admission the intellectual side are not cumber- 
some and are not excluding boys and girls sound character 
whose training may not have been entirely regular; and that 
pays due regard the character all applicants for admission.

tures the process and determine whether certain changes here 
may not tend produce more satisfactory results. 

many minds this process education has reference 
mental training only. them the sole function school and 
college provide the most acceptable means for intellectual 
growth and development. But seems that the college 
has much greater mission than this. The function the col- 
lege prepare men meet efficiently the duties life and 
therefore must furnish something more than intellectual training. 
Mere intelligence will avail little without health body and 
strength character. Long years study school and college 
may not produce men power and influence and will not unless 
through this training has come breadth vision and soundness 
judgment. Scholastic honors and academic degrees aré mere or- 
naments unless accompanied with true notions concerning duty 
and obligation. The college, therefore, has greater task than 
simply conduct certain specified exercises laid down 
scribed curricula. She must study carefully the nature and needs 
the students for whom these are prescribed. She must 
through the recitation and the lecture and many other agen- 
cies, impart that breadth training which shall produce all- 
round workmen for the varied branches labor into which stu- 
dents are likely called.

ing her obligations; she not overlooking certain essential fea- 
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tures the education the young men this generation? 


the very outset are not deceiving ourselves assuming that 
can detect student’s readiness for college work the stan- 
dards which set for admission. The applicant called

Should not look 
into man’s history and try learn something his temper and 
tendencies? There are experiences and influences outside the 
schoolroom which play large part student’s preparation for 
college, and examining board can safely overlook them.

Colleges should lay more stress upon punctuality and thorough-

and necessarily carelessly and superficially. Many the fail- 
ures college are due almost entirely unwillingness the 
part the student meet punctually the assigned tasks the 
departments. accept work which the students themselves 
know poorly done tolerate habits procrastination and 
superficiality give wrong impressions concerning the atti- 
tude world toward the work which these men must after 
leaving college. The scholastic standards should 
and regulations governing the prompt performance work should 
rigidly enforced that the students shall know the very 
set their course that only putting forth their best effort and 
the requirements the deparfments. Only this way can 
give the students true notions the importance their 
intellectual tasks and true notions regarding the severity the 
demands which will made upon them later life.

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athletics. This not all surprising, since this feature col- 
lege activity always before the public eye and there seem 
channels through which other forms college work are 
brought effectively the attention the public.

not all strange that under such influences the incoming 
student led lay undue emphasis upon those phases his 
lege course which are temporary and transient neglect those 
tasks for which supposedly comes college and which bear 

vitally upon his life work. 

Students who not fortunate enough gain recognition 
through athletics are expected take active part one_or more 
the many other forms college activity. Fraternities have 
little use for the man who neglects any opportunity for winning 
prominent positiona_in the various student organizations. \The 
struggle periods along these lines intense ‘that students find 
little time for their regular college duties. 

There unquestionably beneficial training derived from 
participation the various forms non- train- 
ing which may great service the men later life. The 
misfortune lies the fact that the student not differ- 
entiate between primary and secondary values, not that 
man must give his first attention those tasks which bear most 
directly upon his life. 

Colleges should more toward the education students

greatly deplored. There are many men who win our 
Phi Beta Kappa keys and our academic degrees who are not fa- 
miliar with the simple forms social etiquette.

Colleges give too little attention the physical and spiritual 
education the young men. The average professor feels that 
his tasks are completely done when has, through the medium 
the lecture, recitation laboratory, contributed his part toward 
the intellectual development the young man. not the 
duty the modern instructor look after the young man’s 
physical and moral conditions, These are the duties the physi- 
cian and the clergyman. Yet have our classes many times 
men who even casual observer are physically unfit for work, 
men who are danger shattering body and mind, men who 
might saved from such disaster the kindly advice which 
officers instruction who take personal interest their men 
are perfectly able give. 

There are also our classes many men whose spiritual edu- 
cation has been sadly neglected, men who are not even aware 
that there any part the being beyond the physical and intel- 
lectual powers which traine 

Very erroneous and ideas exist the part stu- 
dents, both preparatory school and college concerning hon- 
esty the performance work. (The notion prevails that 
sin present one’s own work that which has been done 
another, long not detected the instructor. de- 
tect now and then schools and colleges tendencies petty 
thieving, tendencies which lead fatal results unless 
dealt with promptly and severely. These distorted fre- 
quently have their beginning the home where exists uncertain 
ideals concerning truth and honesty and where much that over- 
looked and forgiven children should dealt with severely. 


Not long ago student handed theme which was plainly su- 


perior anything which was able write alone. investi- 
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gation was learned that the student’s mother had done the 
entire work herself and had even advised the student hand 
the theme his own work. was once obliged expel student 
who admitted that had for long period been stealing money 
and property from his fellow students. His mother declared 
the action the college unjust the ground that boys are im- 
mature and irresponsible, and should not dealt with too se- 
These tendencies, which have their origin the home, 
are not always corrected the preparatory school, and unless 
they are eliminated the college shall fail perform one 
the most important tasks the education young men. 
makes little difference how extensive and thorough man’s class- 
room training has been what scholastic honors won 
has not learned how face the problems life squarely and 
honestly. 

The has come when looks were the duty the 
colleges located large and fashionable cities something 
check the evil influences exerted over our students certain 
phases (The excessive use champagne late hours, 
and the vulgarity dress, bearing and conversation, which are 
features some our so-called best functions are doing 
much wreck the lives some our best boys whom the 
open influences for evil the city would have little effect. Par- 
ents very frequently request that special supervision exercised 
over their sons who are being separated for the first time from 
parental guidance, and colleges owe these all 
their power protect these sons from such influences tend 

rag them down. 

There demand for much broader training than 
the term education ordinarily implies, training which means 
character building well mind building, training 
means preparation for efficient Such training 
for much instruction which cannot given through the textbook, 
lecture laboratory. There are many channels, however, 
which this great Work may done. will not accomplished 
the enactment and enforcement severe rule and regulation. 
True character not produced Nor will 
accomplished the guiding influence and condoning attitude 
paternalism. Hothouse moral fibre will not stand under the 
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stress great temptation. There are courses study yet de- 


vised nor are there likely be, which themselves are going 
build character men. Any plan which might 


devised for this purpose would fail absolutely the moment the 
object the plan was discovered. Character building the 
young man accomplished indirect and subtle influences. The 
nature the work which man takes college, the methods 
which the work done, and the standards scholarship which 
are set and maintained all play their part, but the great con- 
tributions toward character building are made 
the their own lives and characters, who 
their personal touch and magnetism are able mould the life 
the young man.

Undoubtedly needless say that the boys and girls the 
high school age, are the very formative and impressionable 
years.

authority and law; the conceit wisdom; intense personal and

and character.

faith, other period makes such demand for 
appeal the true teacher.

The teaching force our secondary schools composed men 
and women very high standards and qualifications.

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are unintelligent the real ends education indifferent 
them. Where the home failing the culture things most 
worth while, the school can accomplish little. 

(5) The distractions city and town life, the craze for ex- 
citement, the love sensation, the spell and play, 
social dissipation, easy indulgence, the countless drifts and ten- 
dencies the age, these all tend break the strength the 
steady ethical and influence the school. 

(6) Within the school the complexity the curriculum, the 
diversity interests and subjects, the vocational 
pressure work done and ground covered—the very 
drive things—leave little time energy wisdom for the 
ends that are vital and character forming. who realize 
what the school might accomplish, who conceive values rightly, 
are hampered and hindered.

terms. must admitted that the and 
the efforts adapt the principles efficiency educational 
needs have stimulated both the teacher and the taught more 
effective methods and have produced more complete results, even 
the initial stages the movement. 

dividing the topic the morning into the three parts which 
appear the programme, assume that the committee recognized 
that efficiency the public secondary schools must judged 
somewhat different standards than those that apply the private 
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preparatory school and the college the university. the 
two latter divisions emphasis very properly may placed the 
individual,—selected through carefully devised process elimi- 
nation authorities who are responsible themselves alone. 
the former, the public secondary school, emphasis must rest upon 
the group and processes must judged the results obtained 
from the group whole. This group, least the city Boston 
and the Commonwealth Massachusetts, has come mean not 
any sense picked body students, not even, formerly, body 
composed pupils who enter the school from choice, but practi- 
cally the entire population high school age. Compulsory edu- 
cation has reached upward, under the new state law which fixes 
the age limit sixteen years, cover, for most pupils, the time 
the first two years the secondary school course. With our 
schools, then, longer—if, indeed, ever were—a question 
the survival the fit but rather question fitting all sur- 
vive. Two three decades ago nearly everybody was agree- 
ment with the opinion expressed the committee ten, late 
1894, that the education which was the best preparation for 
college was the best preparation for life. This made the problem 
the secondary school relatively simple, but the change in- 
dustrial conditions and the trend modern life, coupled with 
legislation which extends the age compulsory education ever 
upward, confront the secondary school with the new problem 
providing higher education for everybody. Just universal 
military service European country brings into the army all 
the youth the land that have reached given age during given 
year, the entire school population now comes the doors the 
high school not merely seeking admission, formerly, but auto- 
matically gaining entrance virtue their age and the re- 
quirements the law. This condition presents new problems 
those responsible for secondary education. For, unlike the levy 
the class 1915 that liable military service, the 1915 
class conscripts drafted into the high schools cannot ex- 
amined with view rejecting the unfit. These young people 
must kept the secondary school, most them for least 
two years, many them longer. They cannot returned the 
elementary school; their needs must provided for the sec- 
ondary school. Inevitably these pupils include large numbers 
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who, under former conditions, never would have entered the high 
school all, who have taste inclination for the traditional 
high school courses, and who consequently regard the requirement 
the law hardship. 

recent investigation Chicago when 500 girls between 
and years age the Chicago factories were asked, “If your 
father had good job that could have afforded keep you 
412 replied that they would still prefer the 
factory. this investigation regarded typical clear 
that more than four-fifths, 80%, the pupils who enter the 
high school compliance with the attendance law unwill- 
ingly. economic pressure were removed and they were given 
free choice, these pupils would prefer participate the actual 
work the world rather than continue school. Instead 
culling out the fittest this new levy and relegating the rest 
oblivion the problem the public school system whip all 


these new recruits into shape and plan our secondary edu- 


cation that the results for this group shall justify public expendi- 
ture returns the form better citizenship. other words, 
this new problem the public school, related the question 
efficiency education, resolves itself into the problem 
education for efficiency. 

addition making adequate provision for the needs this 
large group thrust thus unceremoniously upon it, the secondary 
school that would lay claim efficiency must make strong 
appeal the interests and the ambitions all its pupils that 


both who have chosen the high school for themselves 
and those for whom has been chosen law, will desire con-: 


tinue the school for the sake the advantages which offers. 
This test efficiency has been described Superintendent 
Spaulding,’ now Minneapolis, follows: 

“Perhaps the most important aspect school system’s effi- 
ciency pertains the system’s success attracting and holding 
pupils who have passed the age which the law compels at- 
tendance. Attracting and holding pupils school not, 
course, the same thing educating them efficiently; is, how- 
ever, prerequisite such education; moreover, furnishes,

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the long run, strong evidence the value the instruction given, 
for the judgment youth eager for the activity and independence 
the unschooled world not prone over-rate the school’s 
service. 

the significance school system’s success hold- 
ing pupils beyond the compulsory age not limited the in- 
struction afforded voluntary attendants; almost quite 
significant the instruction given those compelled attend. For 
whether child remains school after free leave, depends 
least much what the school has done for him does 
what the school now offers.” 

determining the kind education that best for these pu- 
pils who are either required inspired extend their school ca- 
reers into the secondary school essential that careful inquiry 
made their capacity, their inclination, and their needs. For 
each them the question should decided whether they 
should further educated simply given sound training along 
some specialized line. The distinction should clearly drawn 
between education and training. This point view well ex- 
pressed Superintendent New Hampshire, 
his report for 1911-12: 

the first place well draw distinction between 
education and training. The former term its technical and re- 
stricted sense has come signify the general development the 
individual under control, the adjustment the individual the 
larger forces the society which live. stresses 
growth. Training, the other hand, signifies the preparation 
the individual instructors for the performance specified 
and definite act series actions. stresses habit. You edu- 
cate the man; you train the farmer the mechanic. Adaptabil- 
ity directly education, inversely training. Skill di- 
rectly training, inversely education. you want both 
adaptability and skill, you must first educate and then train.” 

The answer the question “Shall educate will 
given the light the cireumstances which govern the pupils 
question: 

“Society may divided into two classes.* the first group 
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are those people who are engaged the practice law and medi- 
cine, teaching, preaching and similar pursuits. These 
call the professional class. the second class find the 
people engaged other pursuits outside the professions such 
agriculture, manufacturing, business and similar occupations. 
These are often called the industrial class. are informed that 
five per cent the population engaged professional lines 
sufficient for the needs society. the early days when 
was thought that only those destined for professional life needed 
education the high school might well offer program studies 
narrow scope and nature calculated turn all who com- 
pleted into professional life. self-evident that such 
program will longer meet the demands age which the 
children all classes, industrial well professional, are de- 
manding entrance ever-increasing numbers the secondary 
school. The effect maintaining the future the same type 
high school the past with its narrow classics-mathematics- 
science curriculum which educated exclusively towards profes- 
sional life, view the changed attitude the masses society 
towards secondary education, would disastrous industry 
well injurious the professions.” 

Thus far have been chiefly concerned with the statement 
the problem which surrounds the educator who aims efficiency 
public school system. attempting the solution this 
problem shall discuss public school efficiency from the following 


considering the organization the school system clear 
from what has been said that the secondary school must keep 
pace with the growth the community, and that its administra- 
tion must enable the school offer the various kinds training 
demanded the community which serves. The best statement 
such organization that has come notice given Dr. 
Calvin Davis. After commenting the need for reorganiz- 
ing the school system and pointing out the excessive length the 
elementary school course America compared with European 
countries and even with Japan, Dr. Davis advocates redivision

standpoints: first, that organization, second, that curriculum, 
and third, that_of teaching. 
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the present twelve-year course, which the first six grades 
shall constitute the elementary school and the last six the high 
school. The theory which bases this recommendation 
that six years are sufficient cover the elementary ground and 
that the seventh and eighth grades should assume the character 
and adopt the methods the high school. This plan requires 
reorganization the work these upper six grades. 
the question “What detail should the p!an re-organiza- 
tion thus proposed and what advantages and dizadvantages will 

“In the second six years differentiated courses leading va- 
rious goals will exist side side. Here the scope the work 
will wide human interests, but the principle individual 
election subjects will, considerable degree, have es- 
tablished. will begin the training choice, the training 
the judgment and the practical will, but obviously individual 
should the outset given carte blanche his elections. 
and strength come from the gradual exercise independence, 
from choices supervised throughout the entire course. 

“Hence from the start, provision should made for least: 
five distinct groups pupils. First, there will those whose 
abilities, ambitions, and resources will lead them not only aim 
completing the full high school course six years, but also 
attaining college education well. Secondly, there will 
fairly large class whose scholastic interests and ambitions will 
lead them pursue systematic study further than high school 
graduation, but who, nevertheless, may, without hardship, defer: 
the choice and the training therefor until after grad- 


uation. group will composed those who are en- 
abled the high school course, but whose 
necessitatefthe entrance upon vocation immediately upon leav- 
ing school. These must, therefore, receive their systematic vo- 
cational instruction, all, before leaving the high school. 


fourth class will those who may continue their schooling 


year two beyond the compulsory school age, but who probably 
will not complete entire course. These, like those class 
three, must obtain whatever practical training and vocational in-

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sight they are receive while yet the public schools, and must 
obtain this training relatively early stage. Finally, there will 
fifth class, very large class, who will leave school the end 
the compulsory school age and once into the industries. 
This class the past has received least consideration. the 
newer regime its members will put parity with all the other 
classes, equal educational opportunities for every individual 
the state being practical ideal. 


“NEW ARRANGEMENT HIGH SCHOOL COURSES. 


This grouping suggests that the work the newly constructed 
high school must correlatively organized into least five fun- 
damental courses study. These are: 


“(1) THE COLLEGE PREPARATORY COURSE, offer- 
ing considerable work English, foreign languages, mathematics, 
science, history, manual training, and other academic branches. 

“(2) THE GENERAL COURSE, affording opportunity 
explore many fields learning, but wisely requiring concentrated 
attention upon least one them. this course would also 
naturally fall subjects applied arts for girls, and domestic 
science. 

“(3) THE COMMERCIAL COURSE, laying emphasis 
upon the various branches that relate peculiarly business and 
commercial interests and administration, but not neglecting the 
branches essential broad general outlook. 

“(4) THE SHORT BUSINESS CLERKSHIP 
COURSE, giving opportunity such demand fit 
themselves for positions clerks, stenographers, and secretaries 


within the maximum period four years, and enabling 


thus complete their schooling the end the tenth grade. 

“(5) THE INDUSTRIAL (OR AGRICULTURAL) 
COURSE. This course would doubtless most cities have 
differentiated into four sub-courses, 


“(a) General industrial work for boys, giving training 
general mechanics for those whose aim work factories 
with machinery. 

“(b) General industrial work for girls, course co-ordinate 
with the general industrial course for boys. 
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Trades instruction for boys, giving instruction and 
training such will own their own tools and work for them- 
selves. Here would found such instruction blacksmithing, 
laundering, and tailoring. 

“(d) Trades instruction for girls, correlative with the trade 
course for boys. Here would taught millinery, dressmaking, 
library work, nursing, cigar making, and similar vocations.” 

This new secondary school system will provide education— 
both character and extent—that designed meet the 
needs, the abilities, the tastes, and the destinies all the classes 
the community which serves. is, course, understood 
that while single embracing all these courses may ade- 
quate for small community, the same end will secured the 
large city differentiation the schools that make the 
secondary school system; thus, Boston, there are fifteen sec- 
ondary schools which provide education the types hereinbefore 
mentioned. addition these special high schools the city has 
provided industrial school for boys and trade school for girls, 
both designed meet the needs those pupils who can spend but 
few months the preparation for their life work well 
give further training pupils who are not fitted elementary 
school training natural endowment profit high school 
instruction. 

There are many other phases high school organization that 
should glad discuss. For example, many the high 
schools Greater Boston there well-defined movement toward 
organization which shall provide opportunities for the rapid 
advancement the gifted pupil the high school. All you 
are familiar with the rapid advancement classes and the so-called 
Batavia system the elementary school, but until recently the 
organization has not been flexible enough allow for the same 
sort progress the high school course. very valuable report

subjects choosing schools. While the industrial and techni- 


cal school must necessarily emphasize training along the lines 
motor activity, should not lose sight the education which aims 
the development mental power and self-discipline. this 
connection President Butler, his 1913 report, says 

“At the bottom the educational process lies discipline, and 
the purpose discipline develop the power self-discipline. 
When discipline withdrawn, dawdling quickly enters, and the 
morals. The patience thorough, the concentration under- 
stand, and the persistence grasp and apply, are the three 
traits that most clearly mark off the truly educated and disci- 
plined man from his uneducated and undisciplined fellow, and 
they are precisely the three traits which are most overlooked and 
neglected the modern school and college curriculum. school 
supposed modern and progressive offers something 
new, regardless the fact that this something new may not 
only useless, but harmful, educational instrument. 

“With the growth democracy the need for self-discipline 
becomes not less, but far greater. When great bodies men were 
controlled power from without, then they were far dis- 
ciplined now that all parts the world men are shaping their 
own collective action without let hindrance, the need for self- 
discipline many times greater than ever was before.

Every successive moment must find work- 
ing direct line gradually but surely bringing closer our 
preconceived end. (3) Economy effort. There must close 
concentration, faithful application, unswerving labor towards the

The cutter was taking shaving 1-64” depth, whereas 
might perfectly well have taken 1-16” cut.

How often the classroom machine speeded half rate 
the teacher who uses vain repetitions and consumes double, 
even treble, time covering and recovering the elements her 
subject. 

Taking the actual loss output manifested the machine, 
which could computed multiplying together the three factors 
loss enumerated,—viz., one-fourth the depth the ent possible, 
one-fourth the potential economy stroke, and one-half the time 
stroke,—we get 1-32, little more than efficiency; 
that is, the machine doing only little more than the 
amount work which capable. seems, first glance, 
almost incredible that machine working busily, and, all ap- 
pearances, effectively, can accomplishing only its normal 
capacity. 

the same way, sometimes true that the teacher the 
classroom, with every appearance active, aggressive work, and 
with every desire accomplish satisfactory results, failing 
from the same causes get anything like full efficiency. 

she goes only one-fourth deeply into her subject she 
might, she consumes four times much energy “back lash” 
(repeating her pupils’ answers, etc.), and takes twice long 
she ought presenting her materials, the final result accom- 
plishment little over what might have been. 

There food for reflection this simple comparison. The 
efficiency engineer trebling and quadrupling the material output 
the industrial world. behooves all inquire whether 
not may largely increase the results our efforts the 
educational world. 

The measurement the efficiency education public school 
system perhaps the most perplexing question connected with 
the whole field. Standards measurement are lacking, and while 
attempts devise standards have been made the part in- 
dividuals, schools education, and school systems, are forced 
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admit that the measurement results still its 
infancy. The best that can said express the hope that 
the demand for efficiency engineer education will produce 
the desired result. 

The school department Boston has attempted provide for 
the measurement its educational activities organizing de- 
partment educational investigation and measurement, which 
was established about year ago. The function this depart- 
ment set forth the following statement its director, Mr. 
Frank 


“PURPOSE EDUCATIONAL MEASUREMENT. 


“The ultimate purpose all educational investigation and 
measurement city school system should increase the 
effectiveness the instruction which each child receive. 
Every educational agency—i. e., every supervisor, every special 
teacher, every regular teacher, every school building, all text 
books, all educational equipment whatever kind, fact every- 
thing within the public school fundamentally for the 
purpose the instruction which the child needs 
make him individually and socially efficient. Any investigation 
carried research department city school system 
any the above instrumentalities should, therefore, for the 
purpose determining how effectively discharging its proper 
function serving the children. 


“SOOPE THE WORK UNDERTAKEN BOSTON. 


“From the above definition the purpose educational in- 
vestigation and measurement, could correctly assumed that 
the beginning its work the department Boston would de- 
vote large part its time the problems connected directly 
with instruction. Boston has undertaken three lines work 
the elementary schools, each distinctive kind, but each only 
part the general movement increase the effectiveness in- 
struction.

The result defining the 
purpose and indicating the irreducible minimum essentials 
each subject will important step toward defining not only 
what should emphasized teaching, but also what phases 
each subject most worth while set objective standards 
achievement.

standard achievement the aim goal toward which 
the teacher and pupil work. Without well-defined standard 
achievement, teacher’s efforts are likely scattered and much 
her (or his) energy misspent. such standard, the 
teacher’s problem teaching and the pupil’s problem learning 
are more definitely defined, and the chances better accomplish- 
ments are materially increased. 

“The exact measurement educational results only its 
infancy. Scales measurement are indispensable essentials 
the scientific measurement the work which pupils do. 
there are units length measuring things linear, and units 
surface measuring planes, must there units measure 
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evaluating educational results. Thorndike and Ayres have 
provided such scales for measuring handwriting; Hillegas and 
Ballou have prepared scales for measuring English compositions, 
and Buckingham has prepared scale for spelling. These men 
have undertaken create units measure these various sub- 
jects that comparable results can obtained from testing 
work various cities.” 

This effort secure greater public edueation 
means departments educational measurement similar 
the Boston department which has just been described and means 
educational surveys significant new scientific attitude 
mind among the educators charge our public school sys- 
tems. The spirit democracy modern society leads patrons 
the public school call question the methods used and the re- 
sults gained. response this demand that scientific 
methods education are being more generally adopted. This 
whole question the measurement educational processes has 
been well summed Dr. Leonard Ayres, Director the 
Division Education the Russell Sage Foundation, that 
quote, conclusion, from recent address delivered him be- 
fore the Harvard Teachers’ Association 

“The object the new method the substitution evidence 
for opinion and knowledge for speculation. Its champions are 
working develop measurements education because they real- 
ize that only this method can education become art and 
science and its practice changed from vocation profes- 
sion.

The old method has been 
education within the sheltering walls the cloister which 
occasional peep-hole has been cut, satisfy the parent and silence 
the taxpayer. The new method proposes education the open 
and under the clear and penetrating rays the 
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FEEL very much flattered asked speak 
upon the subject “Efficiency the Work the 
Secondary School”, but seems that your 
committee could not have made greater mistake 
than intrusting such subject hands. 
the first place, new comer the field sec- 
ondary education, not competent speak 
upon the subject, and there are several reasons be- 
side the fundamental one incompetency why would have 
been better for great many men whom could mention speak, 
with experience and authority, for the secondary schools. There 
has never been time when has not been felt that great change 
was coming the work schoolmaster. The old conservative 
methods have been giving place new methods and have al- 
ways been just the point discovering what efficiency 
the secondary schools. And just reach that point lose 
again. Meanwhile, the so-called “old-fashioned teachers” have 
been much the same type the eighteenth century, the nineteenth 
and the beginning the twentieth. was present college 
faculty meeting not long ago when the teaching methods 
three professors now dead was held ridicule brilliant 
young professor. described their methods teaching they 
did seem little absurd and antiquated, but shall not the 
remark which another professor made. 

“Well,” said, “This college has been going for nearly cen- 
tury and half, that time, the outside world thinks she 
has produced three great teachers, and they happen just the 
gentlemen whom you have mentioned.” 

may say the start that little suspicious certain 
modern methods teaching and modern methods mean 
those methods which were considered modern the eighteenth 
and nineteenth centuries and which consider modern the 
present time. Let quote short passage from Charles Lamb who 
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seems have made more less study schoolmasters. 
this passage Lamb draws the distinction between the teachers 
the old school and the more modern type. more less ap- 
plicable showing the distinction which may drawn the 
year our Lord, 1915. says: 

the souls those fine old the breed, long 
since extinct the Lilys, and Linacres: who believing that all 
learning was contained the languages which they taught, and 
despising every other acquirement superficial and useless, came 
their task sport!

modern schoolmaster expected know little every- 
thing, because his pupil required not entirely ignorant 
anything; must superficially, may say, omniscient.

insight into mechanics desirable, with touch 
the quality soils, botany, the Constitution his country, 
Cum multis aliis—He must seize every occasion—the season 
the year—the time the day—a passing cloud—a rainbow—a 
wagon hay—a regiment soldiers going by—to 
something useful—The Universe—that great book has been 
him indeed, all intents and purposes, book out 
which doomed read tedious homilies distasting school- 
boys.” 

Before must make further apology. This paper 
not written one who regards himself expert “Efficiency 
the Secondary Schools” one who regards the school which 
represents having solved the problem efficiency, and less 
still one who sets great store certain type so-called 
ciency.” This paper contains merely the beliefs one who must 
appear more less “tyro,” the essential things which 
secondary school must have, going meet the needs the 
present generation boys who are attending the secondary schools 
the country. should like take the matter under three 
heads: the instruction the secondary school, the atmosphere 
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the secondary school, and the moral and religious side secondary 

school life; and this with the sobering thought that prob- 
ably should held strictly the first point, namely the instruc- 
tion the secondary 

the middle September there came into office man 
thirty years age who was applicant for the lowest class the 
Phillips Exeter Academy. had already been successful 
business and had put aside the tidy sum twenty thousand dol- 
lars. When was twenty-six twenty-seven years age,

Then with 
flattery which was irresistible said: “If you were making 
speech and you used new word, should not hesitate, out would 
come dictionary.” short said, have come Exeter 
learn how juggle the English language.” This may not seem 
you complimentary, but meant complimentary way. 
felt the time that had already mastered the principles 
the power juggle the English language, without much Latin.

wondered how the necessary drill algebra and English gram- 
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mar, and what thought was his beloved Latin, would affect him. 
got through the first month surprisingly well, but one rainy 
morning November came before breakfast and said: 
“Mr. Perry, the man who dared keep out this school 
September, would have considered murderer; but not 
boy, man. Such things this for instance: 3x-15, x-5, 
why poison me, and this time and place, sever 
connection with this school. have just read the Essay Milton 
Macaulay and received glow. That the kind education 
want and can get Boston.” met him within month, 
standing front the Boston Public Library. The glow had 
remained, and was undisguisedly content. 

This illustrated, think, one type, earnest type which the 
modern, efficient secondary school cannot really help, and have 
mind another type very different from the first, and perhaps 
far more gifted, type which the despair the preparatory 
school. Someone asked the wife this second gentleman what 
her husband did with his mind. “Do with his mind,” she an- 
swered, enjoys it.” These two classes then, those whose 
minds have remained rusty too long, and the comparatively few 
who have rather brilliant, frivolous minds, amount efficiency 
can touch. But have mind, rather, the well disposed boy with 
without well defined intellectual ambitions. The vast ma- 
jority boys are well disposed; perhaps fifty per cent them 
have what might called ambitions along intellectual lines. The 
ambitions sometimes are not operative all and vary very much 
from week week and from term term the course 
school year. school must judged the product which 
turns out, and its efficiency must tested suppose the ag- 
gregate amount real progress which the boys, all them bril- 
liant, average and slow, make the course given time. 

was very much interested recently read article Mr. 
Percy Haughton, the Harvard football coach, the intellec- 
tual side football. have not been out college long but 
that have sneaking notion that there intellectual side 
football, and any one who has seen the Harvard eleven action 
for the last three four years must admit that Mr. Haughton’s 
methods creating football eleven are efficient methods. What 
interested was that his football methods are not unlike the 
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teaching methods employed some our. best preparatory 
schools. great deal stress placed upon the fundamentals, 
such tackling and falling the ball. For some weeks this 
the principal thing taught. The wonderful maneuvers offense 
and defense which may admire distrust Yale game, ac- 
cording where our sympathies lie, have come late, after the fun- 
damental things have been well learned that their accurate 
performance has become second nature. believe efficient 
preparatory some such system. Latin grammar, the 
beginnings algebra, English composition, are the fundamentals. 
These fundamentals should drilled into boy until knows 
them. Then prepared for other subjects. good many schools 
make the mistake trying teach their boys how make bril- 
liant forward passes and evolve elaborate formations before the 
boys have mastered the art catching the ball falling it. 
great deal can said for Charles Lamb’s old pedagogues they be- 
lieved that certain things should mastered and they saw 
that their pupils mastered them. believe this system absolutely 
essential successful and efficient school. The most successful 
teachers school are teachers who are willing shoulder this 
responsibility for drill. Power comes through discipline. 
withstanding the fact that nearly every mother feels that her son 
has uniquely sensitive nature which will always respond 
praise and seldom blame, there can little coddling. But from 
the routine and drill and what may seem too colorless method, 
character born; the character which comes from mental disci- 
pline. And should say that ninety per cent those boys who 
are made task, learn enjoy the task. The responsibility 
for the efficiency large preparatory school comes back indi- 
vidually the men who sit behind the desks and assign and hear 
the lessons the school. You will have vigorous school pro- 
portion you have vigorous faculty, who have the ability 
teach the fundamentals school boys because the school boys 
realize that their teachers are capable when the pupils are pre- 
pared for it, teaching the more intricate and fascinating plays 
the game. Mere intellectuality the part the teacher often 
fails influence pupil. fireworks won’t do. The 
good teacher must show grasp the principles his subject. 
School boys are fooled about certain things, but never 
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whether their teacher knows his subject not, and seldom 
whether man can really teach. have mind philosopher 
whose intellectual processes must enormously interesting 
man, however, who seldom, ever, has been able convey safely 
and successfully, idea from his own brain that the class.

faculty meeting New England college perhaps ten 
years ago, letter was read from father boy who was 
enter that college the next autumn. said his letter: 
choosing this particular college for son because believe you 
have the right atmosphere,” which the faculty burst into 
laugh. gentlemen,” said the president, who was presiding, 
“there something it.” too believe there something 
and anything, more far the school concerned than 
the college. Dr. Drury’s article the “Harvard Bulletin” re- 
cently took this very matter atmosphere. Said he: “The 
fairest dream Gothic architecture may become hell earth, 
while the sparse, gaunt academy may become mount vision 
because seer sits there among his boys.” Every school has its 
feeling. This feeling modified, and changes naturally dif- 
ferent terms and different years, but woe the school whose feel- 
ing wrong. The atmosphere must right the school ceases 
efficient place. few things may give proper atmos- 
phere school. First, the proper time balance between work 
and play. Boys must kept busy. they are not working, 
eating sleeping they should play. course boys should 
have some time read good books. counting the reading 
time coming the period for play. 

The physical condition the boys should carefully looked 
after trained men. Nothing brings slack work quickly 
slack physical condition. Though normal boy thinks 
little about himself and his state health that will often 
worry about his work and his lack mental vigor without ever 
dreaming that what really needs more fresh air and exercise.

seems that the dynamic instructional staff the es- 
sence the university, and all else subordinate. this true, 
the first duty administrative officers see that the members 
the faculty operate under favorable conditions. 

The administrative officer who believes that leaders thought 
the various professions are numerous, and that high-class men 
are waiting for employment, not acquainted with the facts. 
High-class men are few and far between, and none are waiting 
for employment. The university that has several men dis- 
tinction its faculty very fortunate, and the best thing can 
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arrange environment that will relieve these precious 
mortals from petty and inhibitory annoyances and encourage 
them the fullest measure the kind work that nature in- 
tended. Talent resistive, chafes under restraint, and,—in obe- 
dience strange biological law,—the individual that talented 
exceptional one way, artist, musician, scientist, teacher, 
thinker, exceptional, also, other ways, and his special talents 
are almost sure suffer under any processes standardization, 
placed under the restraint rules and regulations. 

The average faculty, however, not composed exclusively 
exceptional men, average men reliability, faithfulness and loy- 
alty preponderate, and largely these that the routine 
teaching conducted and the conventional scholastic standards 
are maintained. 

teachers and observers, must admit that addition 
the two classes just mentioned, there the faculty every 
large university appreciable number men who might 
called “amateur who were engaged when 
they were conspicuous because the profusion their intellec- 
tual inflorescence, but whose flower failed produce fruit—men 
whose horizon closing in, but whose tastes are who 
enjoy the companionship men who think; who spend perhaps 
little more time the university club than the university 
library who enjoy the approval the student body, and are ac- 
ceptable, indeed, desirable members the university community.

But the difficulties not end here, the Board 


our universities are largely made men who are non-resident, 
they meet infrequently, they are seldom acquainted with current 
educational problems, rarely they visit other institutions, they 
know the affairs their own institution only through hearsay, 
and while they feel their lack intimate knowledge, they are, 
nevertheless, actuated the highest motives, often they con- 
tribute generously, and they desire ardently that nothing but 
good shall come the institution they serve. 

The purpose what has thus far been said make clear 
that the problems connected with the administration our Amer- 
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ican universities are different from those connected with ordi- 
nary business undertakings, and, therefore, attempt those 
who are unacquainted with university methods, purposes and 
ideals, ruthlessly apply so-called methods” that not 
infrequently produce even business houses, itself, 
piece unjustifiable inefficiency. Moreover, those cases where 
such methods have actually been imposed, the institutions have 
suffered, and suffered grievously. 

Three four years ago, when the “lost motions” the brick 
layer were being capitalized and “Success Magazines” were going 
into the hands receivers, certain efficiency experts were as- 
signed “speed up” the University Wisconsin, that held 
that time the foremost position among publicly-supported educa- 
tional institutions. happened where could watch the 
working this “efficiency process” during period three 
four years, indeed, the time its complete collapse 
instrument educational betterment. The men assigned 
ciency experts began with the business side college administra- 
tion; they were not college men, but accountants, men ignorant 
college purposes, out sympathy with long-established methods 
that they did not care understand, and arbitrarily insistent 
upon the introduction fantastic methods repugnant the pur- 
poses educational institution. 

Distinctly remember finding four highly paid inventory 
perts perplexed over the problem whether chickens were 
were not classified “live stock,” and, finally admitted 
the live stock category, what should done with bees. 

One evening was called aside and told, with all secrecy that 
envelops the report detective, that evidence had been un- 
earthed which provided conclusively that students were recéiving 
instruction less than cost. The efficiency expert gasped when 
assured that his discovery was probably true, and that the state 
actually paid two million and half each year for the privilege 
being swindled this way. 

Then followed recommendation that the administrative staff 
clerks, accountants, could reduced one-half through 
the adoption certain efficiency devices. Methods were put into 
execution, the staff was disorganized, the so-called process econ- 
omy, through the introduction perfectly useless machinery, 
frequently resulted doubling the cost operation. 
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chronic condition disturbance and unrest bad for the 
business side university, but almost fatal when the in- 
side becomes infected. The injury that the university 
Wisconsin has suffered since the inquisitorial methods, so- 
called efficiency experts, the educational side the in- 
stitution irreparable. over year educational staff 
costing the state million and half has had its attention and 
its energies diverted from its legitimate work and centered upon 
the formulation protests against unwarranted interference, un- 
fair misrepresentation, and against the ruthless destruction 
long-established educational ideals. 

Through grilling fire official questionnaires—diabolical in- 
struments intellectual vacuity—the student was compelled 
attack the teaching staff, and each member the teaching staff 
felt that must answer questions reflecting upon the capacity 
his colleagues. Misunderstandings between the faculty and the 
governing board multiplied, and the governing board then had its 
troubles with the state authorities. Tired turmoil, some the 
faculty are seeking employment elsewhere, the overthrow the 
administration threatened, the legislature hostile and plans 
cut the appropriations, new construction has ceased, and wit- 
ness the sad sight institution made desolate unnecces- 
sary and inexcusable reality, that under the name “construc- 
tional work” has wrought destruction, and under the name 
“efficiency” has wrought havoc. 

has not been intention imply that the efficiency 
universities cannot increased; has been intention 
imply that efficiency cannot increased through the investigations 
advice those who are ignorant university purposes and out 
sympathy with university ideals. 

view all that has transpired, and now transpiring, feel 
that the persons who are really interested the welfare our 
higher institutions learning, and are attached them, should 
arouse themselves and their colleagues and begin promptly 
friendly investigation universities and the work that they are 
now doing, order increase the general efficiency and antici- 
pate and forestall invasion those who, ignorance and de- 
lusion, imagine that because they can certain small things 
exceedingly well they are destined revolutionize the entire sys- 
tem higher education.

Some kinds efficiency can, and some cannot expressed 
diagrams, charts and figures. proper require the manager 
shoe factory record output and amount realized together with 
accurate statement the cost material, the amount wages, 
the interest capital invested, the allowance for deterioration, etc. 
The result should show profit the factory would better shut down. 
Something this kind must done wherever the output strictly 
tangible, material stuff. The demand for proven efficiency legiti- 
mate the entire realm business, including manufacturing, mer- 
chandising, agriculture, mining and transportation. But when 
come those human activities that relate intellectual and spiritual 
interests the case assumes different aspect. Can apply efficiency 
tests the same way and with the same degree certainty educa- 
tion and religion, the schools and the churches, the farm 
and the factory? 

Some say yes! They would tabulate the results teaching. They 
would eliminate study from the curriculum, boy from scholas- 
tic career, because the relative length some lines sheet 
paper representing the number recitations that dollar will pur- 
chase one study compared with the number that the same dollar 
would purchase another study; or, the case the boy, the 
difference between two columns figures representing the marks 
attained and the marks that someone has judged that should have 
attained term’s year’s work school. they would end 
pastorate because the minister does not the church 
grow fast some other church’s. safe apply efficiency 
tests these cases with the same rigidity and certainty their relia- 
bility the case the mill the mine? not can use the 
efficiency idea all, school and church work? 

The writer this paragraph does not claim any special wisdom 
qualifying him answer these questions for the teachers and the 
preachers. believes that real, tangible, visible results should 
shown every school and every church and that should hold 
both institutions high standard far the general character 
and outcome their efforts are concerned. But when comes 
specific, individual cases seems that are liable make serious 
errors apply the efficiency tests too rigidly. have known 
churches which did not have convert for last had 
revival. And have known scores cases when boy “flunked” 
through, out school college and afterward something woke 
him and started him onward brilliant career. believe 
that efficiency “sharp” among the Pharisees would have eliminated 
the Master. haven’t doubt that multitudes geniuses have 
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been snuffed out examiners who measured only with tape foot- 
rule. This oftentimes nothing short tragedy. But fortunately 
have all known some who their boyhood were dropped from 
school college because they couldn’t pass their examinations, who 
afterward recovered and became eminent. These cases make 
respect that wonderful something which call personality. 
mysterious thing and must always reckoned with. must always 
qualify our judgment when are thinking about efficiency. 
the most valuable thing school, church, nation. Being spirit- 
ual cannot weighed nor measured. may that the subject 
which the man with the foot rules eliminates from the curriculum 
because costs the most, really worth the most when this element 
personality enters into the equation. may that the church 
which shows discouraging statistics the year book has been steadily 
educating personalities who, for themselves, the persons their 
children, will build the Kingdom God and the nations the 
years that shall follow. And may that that boy who called 
stupid and who not allowed graduate will yet professor, 
merchant prince, who will teach endow the college which today 
would refuse him entrance. 

This paragraph just plea careful with our efficiency tests 
when are applying them individual cases the realm person- 
ality. 


subject the curriculum more valuable and probably none 
more difficult teach really well, than English. superficial pres- 
entation this subject about useless any kind waste; and 
fear that either inefficient teaching indifferent study much 
that passes for English work practically time and strength wasted. 
One reason for this found the all too common impression that 
English the schools merely dry study words and forms 
expression. other words the shell contemplated instead the 
kernel, the symbol instead the living thought and emotion. 
the inner lifa literature stressed, the pupil made enter 
into the life the characters whose thoughts, feelings, ambitions, fail- 
ings, virtues, and achievements make the substance the litera- 
ture which studying, then will become interested and will 
really studying English. 

Imagine trying get vocabulary memorizing list syno- 
nyms! Contrast this with the actual entering into the life one 
the great characters Shakespeare’s Hamlet, Julius Caesar Mac- 
beth,— thinking such character thought, weighing motives 
weighed them, throbbing with his emotions joy grief, failing 
with him triumphing with him, and receiving the blame the 
plaudits the multitude! Which method would really give pupil 
command language? Which would aid him time need?

Which would education? English should studied and taught 
thought and emotion primarily, and expression secondarily. The 
order quite too often reversed. 

Properly conceived and administered subject vitally related 
life this. able think accurately and quickly all sorts 
situations and conditions real life; and, when swayed different 
experiences and emotions find and form, the right words for 
the expression what should expressed under the circumstances, 
equivalent being truly educated. 

The business man needs this training order manage his em- 
ployees, win trade and seil his goods. The professional man must 
have command good English can neither understand his pro- 
fessional duties nor perform them influence his constituency. 
The man woman who would shine social life must able 
enter into the lives others through comprehension and interchange 
thought through speech. immense advantage all walks 
life clear thinker and good conversationalist. puts one 
his ease anywhere and makes him leader among his fellow men. 
were once asked pupil give three rules which, one could 
become good public speaker. Off hand, concise answer sprang 
our lips which have often, since then, thought summing 
much that should aim cultivate our pupils English. These 
were the three rules: Keep Have something say. 
Say briefly. believe that the observer these three rules will lead 
the direction real success almost any sphere life.

Foght addressing inquiries three thousand rural school teachers. 
The replies reveal ‘the fact that rural United States the average 
time for each public school teacher remain any one school 
less than two school years 140 days each. the average age when 
teaching begun years, and the average number years taught 
only the statistics show that the rural public schools the 
country are taught largely young unmarried people who have 
idea following teaching profession. 

The conclusions Mr. Foght are: “So long teachers continue 
peripatetics, the best results community leadership can not 
expected. change from amateur professional teaching the 
rural schools would hastened giving the teacher salary that 
would enable him provide comfortably for his family, and com- 
pelling the community, through legal enactment erect teacher’s 
cottage close proximity every ‘school plant.” 

Out the three thousand cases investigated only seventy-three now 
live homes provided the community. These, stated, “are 
able project the school into the home and draw the home close 
the school. Such homes not only make the teachers’ own lives far 
happier and more naturally become rallying centers 
for all sorts community activities.” 


Exposition ever held has made such preparation care for 
Congresses and Conventions has the Panama-Pacific International 
Exposition.

The building has 
eleven main halls, seating from 400 11,600 each. system 
movable partitions four the large halls may converted into four- 
teen smaller halls, that possible conduct maximum 
twenty-one Congresses and Conventions the same time with from 
250 11,600 people each. addition the twenty-one halls that 
are available when the movable partitions are use, there are nineteen 
rooms for committee and section meetings with seating capacities 
from twenty-five one hundred and twenty-five. With the twenty- 
one halls and the nineteen committee and section rooms use, 
would possible accommodate maximum 18,000 people one 
time. 

addition the halls available the Exposition Memorial Audi- 
torium, conventions will also held Festival Hall and Congress 
Hall the grounds. Congress Hall has been provided especially for 
the convenience live stock, agricultural and horticultural organiza- 
tions. The City Oakland, just across the Bay from San Francisco, 
has completed its Municipal Auditorium cost about $1,000,- 
000, which auditorium will available for many the Congresses 
and Conventions. The University California and Stanford Uni- 
versity have also provided all available halls and lecture rooms for the 
convenience educational, scientific and other learned bodies meet- 
ing the two universities during the Exposition period. many 
100 Congresses and Conventions could accommodated daily 
and near San Francisco. 

date 822 Congresses, Conferences, and Conventions have been 
scheduled meet near San Francisco during the time the 
Exposition. This itself makes the Panama Exposition educa- 
tional influence the first magnitude.

WELFARE THE SCHOOL AUTHORITIES FOR LON- 
pon.—The latest annual report Sir Robert Blair, the education 
officer for the London County Council, gives comprehensive ac- 

count the social welfare work the council behalf the school 
children. This work falls into two main divisions, after-care and 
juvenile employment; respect both, the council co-operates with 
the Board Trade. The part the work for which the council 
responsible carried through the agency the Children’s Care 
School Committees which are assisted the head teachers. The Board 
Trade acts through the Juvenile Advisory Committees which are 
auxiliary the Juvenile Exchanges, established the different sec- 
tions the metropolis. 
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The Children’s Care Committees know the physical and social con- 
dition and the attainments all the children their several dis- 
tricts, while the Juvenile Advisory Committees keep posted va- 
cancies, conditions employment, etc. each section. the pres- 
ent time 731 schools out total 900 have been brought into re- 
lations with the advisory committees and the remainder will soon have 
completed the same arrangements. During the year reviewed, leaving 
forms were forwarded from the schools the advisory committees 
behalf 14,830 children, and this number 8,979 reported the 
committees. 

The care the children does not cease when they are placed 
employment. They are kept under supervision until they reach the 
age years, the supervisors reporting each case twice year 
the advisory committees. 

The Evening Institutes London have been recently reorganized, 
and efforts are made the care committees secure attendance 
upon them the part the juvenile workers. 

These committees also look after cases neglect and cruelty 
accordance with the provisions the Children’s Act 1908. Dur- 
ing the past year 966 cases were reported the committees the 
National Society for the Prevention Cruelty Children, which 
investigates every case.
